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‘Poet  of  Piano’  Featured 
In  Tabernacle  Tomorrow 


Jan  Cherniavsky,  world-famous  “poet  of  the  piano,”  will  appear 
on  Wednesday,  Jan.  24,  at  8:15  p.m.,  in  the  Provo  tabernacle.  He 
will  be  the  third  artist  to  appear  in  the  winter  quarter  lyceum 
series. 

Born  in  Kiev,  Russia,  the  son  of  a noted  violinist  and  conductor, 
Mr.  Cherniavsky  showed  musical  talent  at  an  early  age  and  joined 


with  his  brothers  in  an  ensemble  | 
which  traveled  throughout 
Europe  on  concert  tours.  On  an 
appearance  in  Vienna  during  one 
of  these  tours,  12-year-old  Jan 
attracted  the  attention  of  the 
great  master,  Leschetizsky,  who 
accepted  him  as  a pupil. 

After  two  years  with  Lesche- 
tizky,  the  youthful  protege  began 
a career  which  caused  him  to  be 
acclaimed  as  a brilliant  recitalist 
as  well  as  a remarkable  member 
of  an  ensemble  which  continued 
to  triumph  musically  on  one  con- 
tinent after  another.  The  Cher- 
niavsky Trio,  composed  of  Jan 
and  his  brothers,  violinist  Leo 
and  cellist  Mischel,  concertized 
for  many  years  before  breaking 
up  to  begin  individual  concert 
tours. 

Mr.  Cherniavsky’s  first  appear- 
ance in  the  United  States  was  in 
Utah  with  the  Cherniavsky  Trio, 
he  has  played  more  concerts  in 
Provo  than  in  any  other  city  in 
the  United  States.  His  Wednes- 
day evening  appearance  will  be 
25th  concert  in  Provo,  according 
to  Herald  R.  Clark,  BYU-Com- 
munity  Cencert  series  director. 

The  artist  has  appeared  in  re- 
citals throughout  Europe,  Asia, 
Cananan,  and  the  United  States. 
He  has  also  appeared  as  soloist 
with  major  symphony  orchestras, 
both  in  the  United  States  and 
abroad.

His 
light  truck  skidded  on  the  slick, 
snowy  road  into  an  opposite 
bound  car  driven  by  Herman 
Long,  Salt  Lake  City.

and  his  two  passengers  were  un- 
injured. Mr.  Pulsipher  was 
alone  in  his  truck  and  died  in  the 
Lehi  hospital  of  a crushed  chest 
and  a broken  leg.

Pulsipher,  Beaver,  Mr.  Pulsipher 
served  in  the  army  two  years 
during  World  War  II.  From  1948 
to  1950  he  labored  in  the  French 
and  Belgium  LDS  mission. 

Following  his  return  to  the 
U.  S.  he  entered  BYU  spring 
quarter  of  1950,  majoring  in  mod- 
ern languages.  He  was  active  in 
the  French  club  and  Delta  Phi, 
returned  missionary  fraternity.

Draft  Changes 
Aid  Status  of 
University  Men 

WASHINGTON,  (INS)— The 
Defense  Department  has  placed 
into  effect  relaxed  draft  regula- 
tions covering  students. 

Under  the  new  policy,  college 
men  may  enlist  in  the  service  of 
their  choice  even  if  they  have ; 
been  summoned  by  draft  boards 
for  army  pre-induction  physical 
examinations. 

Previously,  a potential  draftee 
— student  or  not — lost  the  oppor- 
tunity of  enlisting  once  he  had 
received  notice  to  take  a physical 
As  a result,  students  across  the 
country  in  recent  weeks  had  been 
rushing  to  recruiting  offices. 

The  new  rule  provides  that  a 
student  may  enlist  any  time  dur- 
ing the  two-month  period  preced- 
ing the  final  month  of  his  school 
year.  He  will  not  be  called  to 
duty  until  the  semester  is  com- 
pleted. 


Juniors,  Seniors 
Set  Date  For 
Teaching  Exams 

All  juniors  and  seniors  who 
have  not  already  taken  the  ex- 
amination for  admission  to  sec- 
ondary student  teaching  must  do 
so  at  the  earliest  possible  date, 
according  to  Professor  A.  John 
Clarke,  acting  chairman  of  the 
department  of  Secondary  Educa- 
tion. 

Students  who  fail  to  show  sat- 
isfactory preparation  will  be  re- 
quired to  write  a second  examin- 
ation not  earlier  than  a year 
after  the  first  examination,  and 
on  the  second  examination  will 
be  required  to  show  marked  im- 
provement in  the  areas  of  weak- 
ness. 

The  examination  normally  will 
be  scheduled  Saturday  of  the 
sixth  week  of  each  quarter.  The 
exact  date  will  be  announced. 

If  a student  fails  to  take  the 
examination  before  his  senior 
year,  he  may  be  required  to  wait 
one  year  before  he  begins  his 
student  teaching  if  the  examina- 
tion reveals  areas  of  marked 
weakness.  It  is  therefore  im- 
perative that  students  take  this 
examination  at  the  earliest  pos- 
sible date  after  they  become  jun- 
iors, Professor  Clarke  said.

Well  Represented  at  BYU 


Returned  missionaries  are  well  represented  at  Brigham  Young 
University,  according  to  a recent  survey  by  the  Y chapter  of  Delta 
Phi,  honorary  returned  missionary  fraternity. 

Figures  show  579  returned  men  missionaries  and  36  former 
lady  missionaries  now  registered  in  academic  work  at  BYU.  They 
come  from  homes  in  24  states, 
Canada,  Mexico  and  New  Zea- 
land. 

Serving  in  42  missions  from 
South  Africa  to  North-'rn  EuVope, 
and  from  the  Near  East  to  Aus- 
tralia, Japan  andIHawaii,  as  well 
as  all  parts  of  the  Western  Hem- 
isphere. 

Some  ambitious  statistician  has 
calculated  that  the  615  former 
emissaries  have  spent  a total  of 
1,267%  years  in  the  missionary 
service  of  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints. 

The  Y Chapter  of  Delta  Phi  i. 
composed  of  281  returned  Elders; 
and  Beta  Pi,  composed  of  for- 
mer L.  M.'s,  has  a membership  of 
20. 

The  purpose  of  these  organiza- 
tions is  to  promote  the  same 
spirit  of  their  former  labors  i 
their  academic  and  social  life. 
Weekly  meetings  feature  inspir- 
ational talks  by  church  leaders 
as  well  as  their  own  members.

MADISON,  Wis.  (IP)— The 

Ukulele  is  back  on  the  college 
campuses  across  the  nation,  stu- 
dent participation  in  outside  ac- 
tivities has  increased  tremend- 
ously on  at  least  one  campus — 
the  University  of  Wisconsin,  and 
some  educators  are  wondering 
whether  another  "rah  rah”  era  is 
around  the  corner. 

Racoon  coats  and  football 
pennants  anm’t  particularly 
numerous  on  most  campuses, 
but  statistics  here  indicate 
that  in  Memorial  Union  activ- 
ities, attendance  this  year  is 
as  much  as  four  times 
greater  than  last  year. 

The  student  members  of  com- 
mittees report  attendance  is 
highest  In  such  "serious”  extra- 
curricular activities  as  social  and 
discussion  meetings  of  American 
and  foreign  students,  classical 
record  hours,  and  graduate  stu- 
dent social  hours. 

Several  different  weekly  dance 
programs  also  are  up  in  attend- 
ance, he  indicates.  Professor 
Butts,  after  talking  the  trend 
over  with  the  students  who  man- 
age the  social  programming  of 
the  Wisconsin  Union,  provides 
three  reasons  for  the  trend. 

1.  Increasing  numbers  of 
students  are  coming  to  the 
university  direct  from  high 
school  with  greater  interest 

. in  extra-curricular  activities 
than  the  veteran  group  of  re- 
cent years. 

2.  With  the  cost  of  living 
steadily^ising,  more  students 
may  be  turning  to  the  free  or 
inexpensive  recreation  of- 
fered by  the  Union  in  pref- 
erence to  more  expensive  en- 
tertainment. 

3.  A certain  amount  of  ten- 
sion has  been  generated — 
especially  among  students  of 
draft  age — by  the  world  sit- 
uation, and  it  is  generally 
recognized  that  people  form 
group  activities  in  time  of 
stress.

Government  Revision 

FT.  COLLINS,  Colo.  (RMIPA) 
— A Colorado  A & M student  gov- 
ernment reorganization  commit- 
tee has  been  chosen  to  (a)  go 
over  the  existing  student  govern- 
ment boards,  councils,  and  com- 
mittees, and  investigate  the  work 
which  they  are  doing  at  the  pres- 
ent time,  (b)  examine  the  possi- 
bilities of  additional  projects  and 
work  not  mentioned  in  the  con- 
stitution (c)  examine  the  work 
which  they  are  allowerd  to  do 
according  to  the  constitution,  (d) 
try  to  eliminate  all  cases  of  over- 
lapping in  work  and  functions 
existing  at  the  present  time,  and 
finally,  (e)  try,  If  at  ail  possible, 
to  revise  the  constitution  so  as 
to  make  it  better  adapted  to  the 
needs  of  the  students. 


"Why  study  to  be  a soldier”  was  the  typical  attitude  of 
blttar  students  soon  to  be  drafted,  as  Larry  Kaufmann,  a non- 
vet  senior  at  the  University  of  Oklahoma  summed  it  up. 

A recent  survey  of  more  than  55  colleges  and  universities 
show  that  war  jitters  have  hit  the  campuses  across  the  nation, 
as  many  students  are  being  called  into  reserve  units,  and  many 
others  plan  to  enlist  after  mid-terms  rather  than  be  drafted  in 
June. 

College  students  seem  to  have  a “what’s  the  use”  qttitude 
and  a lower  morale  since  the  Christmas  holidays  because  of  the 
uncertainty  of  the  world  and  their  own  futures. 

To  "live  as  usual  from  day  to  day  and  try  not  to  worry” 
was  a direct  appeal  from  officials  to  students  at  many  schools, 
although  some  of  these  officials  privately  admitted  that  they 
“don’t  blame”  students  lor  being  jittery  when  their  draft  stat- 
uses are  so  hazy. 

Many  school  authorities  called  for  clear-cut  directives  from 
the  nation’s  capitol  to  take  the  doubt  off  students’  shoulders 
and  allow  them  to  study  in  peace  until  they  must  enter  the 
armed  services. 

Men  who  are  “faced  by  the  threat  of  changes  in  the  draft 
laws  and  have  no  stability  in  making  their  plans”  are  produc- 
ing hysteria  and  misinformation  on  the  campus,  according  to 
vice-president  Willis  Tate  of  Southern  Methodist  University. 

Dean  of  arts  college  in  the  University  of  Louisville,  Dr.  Guy 
Stevenson,  says  that  about  100  men  have  left  the  art  coDege  in 
the  past  month,  causing  other  students  to  wonder  if  they  should 
go,  too.  "A  student  can’t  think  of  two  things  at  once,”  he  said.

Students  regularly  enrolled  at 
the  Y must  have  the  consent  of 
their  dean  before  they  can  take 
home  study  courses.  However,  it 
provides  a valuable  means  of 
gaining  credit  during  the  sum- 
mer. ‘Such  courses  are  not  a 
short-cut  though,  they  require  the 
same  amount  of  work  as  a regu- 
lar class,  and  in  most  cases  give 
the  same  amount  of  credit.

Central  Utah  Yellowstone.  . . . 

Steam  Jet  Eruption  Covers 
Cars  With  Muddy  Debris

Students  were  touched  by 
wonder  and  awe  recently  when 
an  ominous  roar  and  a white 
steam  cloud  issued  from  the  new 
heating  tunnel  just  north  of  the 
Physical  Science  building,  cover- 
ing nearby  cars  in  the  parking 
area  with  stones  and  mud. 

The  blow-off,  which  drew  many 
spectators  between  classes,  stem- 
med from  a test-run  of  a new 
1,000  horsepower  boiler  unit  at 
the  central  heating  plant.  When 
the  steam  pressure  in  the  main 
lines  was  raised  above  normal 
by  the  new  boiler,  the  heating 
enginers  allowed  the  excess  pres- 
sure to  escape  through  a vent 
pipe  located  in  the  heating  tunnel 
north  of  the  science  building.  The 
resulting  blast  of  steam  roared 
against  the  bank  of  the  trench 
and  sprayed  sand,  rocks,  and  mud 
on  several  .autos  parked  nearby. 
The  jet  lasted  for  about  twenty 
minutes. 

The  heating  plant,  according  to 
Leland  M.  Perry,  superintendent 
of  Building's  and  Grounds,  is  now 
supplying  heat  to  Wymount  Vil- 
lage, Campus  Dormitory,  Social 
Hall,  the  Physical  Science  build- 
Ihg,  and  the  Fieldhouse.  Plans 


are  being  made  to  extend  the 
lines  to  the  Smith,  Maeser,  Brim- 
hall,  and  Library  buildings  so 
that  all  buildings  on  upper  cam- 
pus will  be  heated  from  a central 
place. 

This  is  the  third  boiler  unit  to 
be  installed  in  the  central  heating 
plant,  and  room  has  been  left  for 
a fourth.

The  double 
defeat  to  Wyoming  dropped  the  Cowboys  (3-3)  into  third  place  in 
the  league  scramble. 

The  losses  sustained  by  Ev  Shelton’s  charges  should  go  a long 
way  toward  knocking  them  out  of  the  top  twenty  teams  in  the 
nation.  Previous  to  last  week’s  games,  Wyoming  was  rated  13th 
in  the  country  by  United  Press  and  Associated  Press.  UP  rated 


BYU  19th. 

Both  nights  the  Cougars  were 
slow  in  starting  but  it  was  par- 
ticularly so  Friday.  The  Pokes 
tallied  five  points  before  Minson 
scored  on  a layup  and  then  added 
seven  more  after  Minnie’s  initial 
marker. 

The  Cowboys  boasted  leads  of

Tausig  Brotherhood  Dates 
Back  to  Early  BYU  History 


“Omnus  Uno,”  one  for  all  and 
all  for  one.  . . With  this  motto  in 
mind,  ioyal  Tausigs  had  their  be- 
ginning in  1915  at  the  Brigham 
Young  High  sdiool.  The  original 
members  were  a group  of  simi- 
larly interested  fellows  banded 
together  until  Glen  Guymon 
brought  about  the  formal  organi- 
zation and  became  the  first  presi- 
dent of  the  club. 

During  this  time  the  club  was 
known  as  the  “Three  I’s.”  In 
1923,  however,  Brigham  Young 
University  banished  all  fraterni- 
ties from  the  campus.  Due  to 
certain  ties  of  brotherhood  that 
had  been  established  during  its 
previous  years,  the  Tausig  cliib 
remaining  intact  until  the  instiga- 
tion of  the  present  social  system, 
under  President  Franklin  S.  Har- 
ris. 

Since  the  inauguration  of  social 
units,  the  Tausigma  organization 
has  endeavored  to  maintain  the 
cultural,  social,  and  scholastic 
standards  set  up  at  this  school. 
The  Tausigs  have  traditionalized 
certain  activities  such  as  their  an- 
nual Christmas  party,  winter  in- 
vitationai,  spring  dinner  dance, 
and  Tausig  Topper  which  is  held 
during  the  last  week  of  school. 
The  Tausig-Bricker  bury  the 
hatchet  week  is  now  an  annual 
tradition. 

The  primary  aims  of  these  fel- 
lows are  to  develop  leadership, 


further  scholastic  and  cultural 
achievements  and  to  provide  for 
the  wholesome  and  enjoyable 
social  activities  at  BYU. 

The  unit  colors  are  purple  and 
gold  which  is  carried  out  in  the 
design  of  the  Tausig  sweaters 
with  the  replica  of  the  pin 
side. 

Always  willing  to  participate 
and  further  the  standards  of  the 
school,  these  members  are  active- 
ly engaged  in  all  fields  of  student 
life.  The  unit  can  boast  of  its 
many  members  now  serving 
the  mission  field  or  in  the  armed 
service.  With  three  of  the  Tausig 
officers  now  in  the  mission  home, 
this  leaves  Dick  Miller,  president, 
alone  to  carry  on  the  activity  of 
the  club  until  elections  can  be 
held. 

Assemblies,  skits,  dances,  intra- 
murals, debate,  athletics,  and  mu- 
sic are  but  a few  of  the  talents 
which  these  brothers  ably  take 
care  of.  Not  to  leave  out  the  ex- 
change parties  and  all  other  as- 
sociations they  daily  meet.

Steel  Co.  Mr.  Fairless  said:  “May 
the  spark  which  has  been  struck 
at  Wilmington  College  inflame 
the  minds  and  hearts  of  oncom- 
ing generations  throughout 
America  that  they,too,  may  build 
and  accomplish  in  a land  of  free- 
dom.’’
